sors, and supporters for the April 16th Patriots’ Day 
Boston Marathon. 

Griffin's Friends’ mission is to “bring moments of joy 
to courageous children” - children diagnosed with 
cancer and other life-threatening illnesses. The non¬ 
profit organization was founded in 1994 in Springfield 
and is named for Griffin D. Kelleher, whose courage 
during his battle with childhood cancer demonstrated 
the strength and the ordeal of the many lovely children 
who are stricken with a devastating illness. 

This is the seventh year that local runners have 
trained for and run the Boston Marathon to raise 
money for Griffin’s Friends Children’s Cancer Fund. 

Last year, 91 runners completed the Marathon and 
raised over $54,000 for Griffin’s Friends. 

The organization sponsors a variety of activities for 
the children and their families, such as arts and crafts 
sessions at Baystate Medical Center; visits from 
clowns and magicians; trips to Springfield Falcons 
games and Disney shows; and summertime picnics at 
Forest Park Zoo. 

In the past, Griffin’s Friends has provided durable 
medical equipment, books, toys, and tuition to a sum¬ 
mer camp which hosts kids with cancer. 

The Marathon Challenge is one of Griffin’s Friends’ 
main fundraisers. On Saturday, April 7th, they hosted 
their annual pre-Marathon Pep Rally at Baystate 
Medical Center. 

This event features a water balloon relay race 
which pairs Marathon participants with Griffin’s 
Friends children. The event lends a joyful opening to 
the Marathon festivities. One local woman, Mary Ellen 
Sullivan, 51, was matched with a child and will be part 
of a five-member team known as Brianna’s team. She 
has been a recreational runner and runs for 3-1/2 
hours every other day. 

“I have run 10,000-meter road races, but at a 
Christmas party, someone from Griffin’s Friends moti¬ 
vated me to train for the Boston Marathon. After train¬ 
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ing in Springfield and some on my own, I believe I can 
do this." 

Mrs. Sullivan is a team manager for the Division of 
Medical Assistance in Springfield. Every Sunday, 
some 20 to 30 runners meet in Springfield and, start¬ 
ing at Allen Package Store, run to train for the 
Marathon. 

Mrs. Sullivan thinks that most runners “carry 
around the idea to run the Boston Marathon some¬ 
day." She sees it as an ultimate goal for runners. 

“I believe in the cause, to aid children with cancer,” 
she continued. “A few of my adult friends were diag¬ 
nosed with cancer. I am doing this for them, too. It has 
been my focus since January. My life revolves around 
training.” 

Each Sunday, the group increases the number of 
miles they run, so the last Sunday will be 22 miles in 
preparation for the 26.2 miles of the Boston Marathon. 
The local runners will travel to Hopkinton on a bus that 
leaves from Chicopee at 7:00 a.m. on April 16th. 

Shauna Nacewicz, 24, an Agawam High graduate, 
told us that she has always been an athlete. “I played 
soccer and basketball in high school and soccer in 
college. I always ran for fitness with a goal to run a 
marathon. I always thought of the Boston Marathon 
because it's the closest. I heard about Griffin’s Friends 
from Laura Wray-Ramos (AHS girls' soccer coach) in 
the winter of 1998 and ran the Boston Marathon in 
1999. 

“It’s an amazing experience,” she continued. “The 
crowd is unbelievable. Runners whom you don’t even 
know say, ’You’re doing great! Keep going!’ The crowd 
really pushes and motivates you. Little kids want to 
high-five you. 

“Griffin’s Friends do things throughout the entire 
year, like holiday parties, picnics, and other activities 
for kids with cancer. I’m just so excited,” remarked 
Nacewicz. “The kids really have no idea what’s hap¬ 
pening to them. They are the reasons we put our¬ 
selves through all this pain.” 
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Lisa (Skelton) Clark, 34, a member of AHS’s class 
of 1985, is running her second marathon. “One of my 
friends is part of Griffin’s Friends and talked me into it 
last year,” she remembered. “The pep rally gets the 
runners acquainted with the kids. The kids are our 
team leaders. We are each assigned to a particular 
child. I’m on Alison’s team with five or six other team¬ 
mates. It’s great to know that we’re raising money for 
Baystate Medical’s Children’s Cancer Fund. It will buy 
new equipment, games for the waiting room, and 
other things that make the children’s visits easier for 
them. 

“Running the Marathon is a great experience. The 
more experienced runners wait for us. There are thou¬ 
sands of people lining the road, just screaming,” she 
noted. 

Clark hopes to run the Marathon this year in four 
hours. “Last year I did it in four hours, 21 minutes. It’s 
really exciting at the finish line. Five or six of us run 
together. Also, at mile 24, a huge group of Griffin’s 
Friends wait there, cheering together and holding 
signs,” added Clark. 

The importance of this is to help the children go 
through what they're going through. One kid could 
never get warm, for example. Griffin’s Friends sup¬ 
plied him with an electric blanket. 

The children gave the runners friendship bracelets. 
“We’ll all be wearing our friendship bracelets in the 
Marathon," promised Clark. “Many people have prob¬ 
ably seen us around town, training.” 

Clark owns Ultimate Health and Fitness Products 
at 14 Chestnut Street (off Route 20) in West 
Springfield, carrying sports supplies, vitamins, and 
herbs. 

Thirty-six year-old Maureen Parker will be running 
in her sixth Boston Marathon with Griffin’s Friends. “I 
always wanted to run a Marathon by the time I was 
30,” she told us. Parker went to Classical High School 
with Jimmy Kelleher, the dad of Griffin D. Kelleher.

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“I also run with Griffin’s Friends because 100-percent 
of the proceeds go to children with cancer and their 
families through Baystate Medical Center. Also, if you 
have to run 26.2 miles, you couldn’t run with a better 
group of people. Running is not the most important 
thing to this group. Their families and their jobs come 
ahead of the running. 

Parker is a physical education teacher at Westfield 
High School and, in 1993, was a bone marrow donor. 
She is undergoing another evaluation to possibly 
donate to someone else and remains dear friends 
with the first recipient, who lives in Texas. 

“The Boston Marathon is a great day, and this is a 
great way to raise money for a good cause and a 
good way to stay fit," remarked Parker. 

Laura Wray-Ramos, 26, has run three times in the 
Boston Marathon with Griffin’s Friends. This year, her 
knee has needed some time to heal from surgery (so 
she will not actually run), but she has raised money 
and will attend the event. 

“The run is made easier when you think of how 
much harder the fight is for the children with cancer,” 
she pointed out. She has coached girls’ varsity soccer 
in Agawam for two years and has coached girls’ track 
in West Springfield (this is her fifth year). She is an 
English teacher at the Agawam Junior High. 

Runners from all over the state (including Agawam, 
Amherst, Belchertown, Brookline, Chicopee, East 
Longmeadow, Granville, Longmeadow, Monson, 
South Hadley, Springfield, Westfield, and Wilbraham), 
and as far away as New York, Michigan, and South 
Carolina, have agreed to raise money for Griffin’s 
Friends by selling raffle tickets and accepting spon¬ 
sorships and pledges. 

This year, nearly 90 runners have joined Griffin’s 
Friends for this year’s 105th Boston Marathon.

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Opinions Aired On Land 
Preservation In Town

Following the Ad-Hoc Community Land 
Preservation Committee’s informational meeting April 
9, the general mood of those in attendance didn’t 
appear to be favorable. 

Approving any legislation that raises taxes is usu¬ 
ally frowned upon, but sometimes the result is worth 
the increase. 

“It’s a pocketbook issue,” said committee Chairman 
Ronald LaRiviere. 

The meeting was held to discuss the Conservation 
Preservation Act and questions from an audience of 
approximately 30 people, including members of Town 
Council, were answered by speaker Andrew McLoud 
of the Trust for Public Land. 

The Community Preservation Act allows cities and 
towns that accept certain of its provisions to create a 
special Community Preservation Fund by assessing a 
surcharge on annual real estate taxes and to appro¬ 
priate monies in that fund for open space, historic 
resource and affordable housing purposes. Those 
communities will receive additional monies for the 
fund from a new state trust fund created by imposing 
a surcharge on documents recorded at the Registry of 
Deeds or Land Court. 

The state funds could be up to a 100 percent match 
of what the city raises, but will more likely be about 50 
percent. 


The tax increase could be up to three percent on 
each taxable real estate parcel, which equals about 
an additional $50 in taxes each year for the average 
Agawam taxpayer, who pays $1,687. 

However, according to committee members, the 
increase would probably be just one or two percent, 
which is roughly $17 and $33 respectively. 

The mission of the Ad-Hoc Committee is to make a 
recommendation to Town Council whether the Act 
should be adopted. Then it is up to the Council to 
place the question on the November ballot. 

“The citizens ultimately make the decision,” said 
LaRiviere. it 

V 

Mayor Richard Cohen supported the informational 
meeting, adding that the town’s current efforts at 
preservation are more than adequate. 

“I think the concept of the Community Preservation 
Act is great, but I also think Agawam does a great job 
through the Historical Society,” Cohen said. 

The five-person committee is comprised of 
LaRiviere, Richard Bellico, Henry Kozloski, Dorothy 
Drewnowski, Paul Frederico and Joanne Willis. The 
group will meet April 24 to decide its recommendation. 

LaRiviere said he would be happy to discuss the 
act with the public and said he or Town Planner 
Debbie Dachos can be reached at the Community 
Development Office at Town Hall to answer questions.

Working On 


This has been a particularly busy year for the Town 
with regard to its efforts to study, plan for, and address 
the Six Flags traffic issues. 

Most importantly, the Town received a contract 
from the Massachusetts Highway Department (MHD) 
on February 23, 2001 to allow us to proceed with Main 
Street improvements proposed under the Public 
Works Economic Development Grant. The MHD will 
provide the Town with $1,215,000 to design and con¬ 
struct a number of roadway improvements which 
should improve traffic congestion on Main Street. 

On March 20, 2001, the Town met with representa¬ 
tives of the District Office of MHD to discuss the proj¬ 
ect. Some of the proposed improvements (in particu¬ 
lar, the widening of Main Street from River Road to 
South Street) will not be allowed by MHD . Other, new 
components will be substituted for this component of 
the project. 

We are now in the process of retaining the servic¬ 
es of a design consultant to address these new com¬ 
ponents. Unfortunately, the State did not award the 
PWED contract until February 2001 and precluded 
any significant construction until after Six Flags’ 2001 
season. 

The Town has been making progress on other 
fronts, despite these delays. At the Town's request, 
Six Flags conducted a traffic study and analysis of the 
2000 year season. The study, which the Council also 



New Aerial Platform Truck 
Unsafe With One Firefighter 

To The Editor: 


I agree with the Fire Chief that we need to replace 
our present Ladder Truck. The truck is quickly becom¬ 
ing unsafe to operate, but putting only one firefighter 
on the new Platform Aerial truck will be just as unsafe. 

At the April 2nd Town Council meeting, Fire Chief 
Pisano admitted that you need a minimum of three 
firefighters to safely operate the new platform truck. 
Why then are we putting only one firefighter on this 
piece of apparatus a majority of the time? 

Quoting from an article in the Union News, “It was 
determined that replacement should be based upon 
need rather than cost,” Cohen said. “It’s important to 
insure not only the safety of our citizens, but the safe¬ 
ty of our firefighters, also.”

The bottom line is that Agawam Firefighters Local 
1973 feels that for safety reasons, we need a mini¬ 
mum of two (2) firefighters to be on this large piece of 
apparatus at all times. 

The truck that some councilors viewed at the fire 
station had seating for six firefighters. Our truck will 
probably have four seats and all we are asking is to 
fill at least two of them all the time this truck is used. 
Holyoke Fire Dept, has four firefighters on their truck-, 
Westfield has four assigned, and West Springfield 
Fire has two firefighters. 

In the 70’s, we had an 11-man staffing of shift per¬ 
sonnel at all times and we didn’t have a boat or res¬ 
cue unit (ambulance). Since then, we have increased 
our population at least 30 percent, if not more, and the 
industry and commercial base have gone out of sight. 

Our minimum now is a nine-man staffing, two men 
less per shift than we had 30 years ago. At the 
Feeding Hills station, we have only three (3) person¬ 
nel; a lieutenant, a driver of the pump, and only one 
firefighter on the back. At the Agawam Main St. sta¬ 
tion, we have six firefighters; a lieutenant, a driver, 
and one firefighter in the back, two firefighters/EMT or 
paramedics on the rescue unit (ambulance), and only 
one firefighter on the ladder truck. 


The Traffic Issues At Six Flags

received, was received by the Town on January 11, 

2001. 

The Town retained Bruce Campbell & Associates, 
Inc. (BC&A) to conduct a peer review of the Six Flags 
New England Traffic Impact and Access Study. BC&A, 
during its review of the documents, found discrepan¬ 
cies between documents’ data and actual conditions 
experienced by the Town during the summer of 2000. 
In an attempt to resolve these discrepancies, a meet¬ 
ing was held with BC&A, the Department of Public 
Works, the Planning Department, and the Police 
Department. 

After much analysis, the Town’s consultant submit¬ 
ted its final report on February 20, 2001. Our consul¬ 
tant’s report was sent to Six Flags on March 2, 2001. 
Additional study of the discrepancies between the Six 
Flags study and actual conditions will be necessary 
this coming season. 

The State Highway Department, at the Town's 
request, has met with State Police to discuss how traf¬ 
fic is being handled at the South End Bridge Rotary. A 
combined meeting of State and local police was 
scheduled for April 12, 2001 (presstime). This meeting 
should be extremely helpful in allowing the various 
officers who are responsible for directing Six Flags 
traffic to discuss their experiences and encourage the 
development of a traffic control program. 

On April 6, 2001, the Town met with Six Flags and 


the State Highway Department to discuss some 
immediate changes that should be made to the west 
side Six Flags entrance to allow it to operate more effi¬ 
ciently. It appears that much of the traffic congestion 
and back-ups may be originating from this entrance 
and can be addressed quickly by Six Flags. 

In addition to local efforts, Agawam was represent¬ 
ed on the Southern 1-91 Corridor Ad-Hoc Committee 
of the Economic Development Council (EDC) of 
Western Massachusetts. The EDC, whose member¬ 
ship consists of all the Mayors of the Pioneer Valley as 
well as business leaders, placed the South End 
Bridge, the Agawam Rotary, and Route 159 traffic 
improvements as three of the top five traffic issues 
affecting the region. By securing regional support for 
these projects, the Town has ensured that they will 
receive State and Federal funding on a priority basis. 

The Six Flags traffic issues are very complex. 
Unfortunately, there is no one solution. On the brighter 
side, we have identified multiple approaches to 
improving the situation for Agawam residents. 

Other projects which the Town is promoting 
include: ensuring that Six Flags promotional materials 
contain multiple routes from the south, north, east, 
and west; use of satellite parking areas similar to 
efforts made by the Big E; and coordination with other 
regional events to ensure that they are timed so as not 
to aggravate Agawam’s traffic problems. 


The town doesn't have to hire any more firefighting 
personnel to put two men on the new Aerial Platform 
truck. The bottom line is to raise our minimum staffing 
from nine to 10. I am asking all the Town Councilors 
to get a cost out of this rise of one firefighter and to 
get a written commitment from the Fire Chief and 
Mayor Cohen that we will have two firefighters on this 
piece of apparatus at all times. 

If the Town can’t do this, then the Union feels that 
we shouldn’t spend the $750,000.00 and purchase a 
new Aerial Platform truck. IT IS DEFINITELY 
UNSAFE TO HAVE ONLY ONE FIREFIGHTER ON 
THIS PIECE OF APPARATUS.

left onto North Westfield Street from Southwick 
Street. 

A driver attempting to make this turn must often 
wait a long time because cars on Springfield Street 
heading west have the right of way to pass through 
the intersection first. This creates a problem in that a 
line of cars on Southwick Street attempting to go east 
through the intersection builds up behind the car that 
wants to turn left. 

Fearing that they will miss the light, the backed-up 
cars eventually get tired of waiting and pass the front 
car on its right. They accomplish this by moving into 
the right-turn-only lane and then proceed straight 
through the intersection from the wrong lane. This is 
dangerous for cars turning left onto South Westfield 
Street from Springfield Street because these turning 
cars don’t expect cars in the right-turn-only lane 
across the intersection to be coming straight at them. 
Also, a car pulling out of the Sunoco station on 
Southwick Street directly into the right-turn-only lane 
is in jeopardy of colliding with the backed-up cars that 
move abruptly into the same lane. 

Mayor Cohen responded as follows: “The Police 
have advised me that the Feeding Hills intersection, 
while it may be busy and some motorists may experi¬ 
ence delays at peak hours of commute, is safe for 
motorists and will be more than adequate once Route 
57 is completed.” 

After Mayor Cohen’s reply, Representative Dan 
Keenan announced that a cutback in the state budg¬ 
et will delay the completion of the Route 57 extension. 
While waiting for Route 57’s completion, not having a 
left-turn green arrow means that the Feeding Hills 
intersection will remain dangerous, in my opinion, 
despite assurances from the Police Department to the 
contrary. 

Claiming that the intersection as presently config¬ 
ured is safe is roughly comparable to saying that Six 
Flags traffic is only a minor inconvenience for Main 
Street and River Road residents.

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Elem. School Budgets 
Pass First Test Before 
School Committee

The Agawam School Committee tentatively 
approved portions of the Fiscal Year 2002 School 
Budget presented during the committee’s meeting 
April 10. 

The total budget is approximately $25 million dol¬ 
lars, 76 percent of which is salaries. Special 
Education comprises 9.6 percent; transportation 
makes up 6.2 percent; books and supplies is 2.3 per¬ 
cent; and 1.2 percent is out-of-town tuition. 

Agawam Schools Superintendent Frank 
Ameruoso noted that the budget increase was small¬ 
er than in recent years. 

“While we may not have as much growth as we 
have had in the past, we are experiencing growth,” he 
said. “We got used to eight and six percent and now 
have four, but that is statewide. It’s still an increase.” 

Deputy Superintendent Donald Charest, along with 
Ameruoso and Agawam elementary school princi¬ 
pals, fielded questions from the School Committee 
while reviewing each item presented. 

“We have had to make cutbacks,” Charest said at 
the beginning of the presentation. “It’s one of those 
tough years.” 

Those cutbacks were spread across the budget. 
When asked about general supply decreases for 
schools by committee member Theresa Kozloski, 
principals said they would transfer some funds from 
line items as needed. 

“We'll buy things on sale,” said one principal. 

Charest highlighted several items that stood out, 
including the creation of seven new positions and the 
retirement of 19 others. Five union contracts are also 
up for negotiation and costs for Special Education 
have increased dramatically. But Charest said those 
Special Ed. increases will greatly improve those serv¬ 
ices. 

"We’re pretty confident that the budget before you 
is the best funding for Special Ed. programs,” he said. 
“We don’t think we missed anything." 

Charest also highlighted the addition of a full day 
kindergarten at Benjamin J. Phe/ps School as anoth¬ 
er area of increase. Phelps currently has no full day 
kindergarten. 

Most budgets saw a small increase, but others, 
including the School Committee’s own budget, were 
level-funded. 

The budget also does not include individual line 
items for text books and library books because they 
will be funded through School Choice monies 
Agawam receives. 

School Committee Member Susan Pettazzoni 
asked why a loss was not reflected for those children 
in Agawam who opt to attend schools in other towns. 

“School Choice funds are based on X number of 
dollars per head,” said Charest. “It’s almost $5,000 
per child. The good part about it is that School Choice 
monies are earmarked for education. 

“What about kids who leave Agawam? The money 
follows the kid. But that money comes from the town 
so it costs us nothing," Charest added. 

The rest of the budget will be presented at the next 
scheduled School Committee meeting.

Massachusetts. 

The cemetery is scheduled for completion by 
November 14th. On Main Street, near the intersection 
of River Road in Agawam, the land for the cemetery 
was donated by farmer Edward Squazza. It will be 
open for burials by the end of 2001 or the beginning of 
2002 . 

Edward Kellogg, veterans' agent for Agawam, 
Tolland, Granville, and Southwick, told us that 
Squazza, although not a soldier, was always a farmer 
who believed that “the troops have to be fed.” Due to 
his generosity, his land will go to another important 
use as the final resting place for some 40,000 soldiers 
and their kin. 

According to Robert McKean, director of Veterans’ 
Cemeteries for Massachusetts, the staff must be in 
place and trained before the facility can officially open- 
for burials. 

“We are in the process of choosing a cemetery 
manager, an administrative assistant, a maintenance 
working foreman, and three full-time groundskeepers; 
plus, next year for 26 weeks, we’ll need three part- 
time groundskeepers," McKean told us. 

“We are advertising now to fill the maintenance 
working foreman position and will be accepting appli¬ 
cations until August 4th,” McKean continued. 
“Applications for the full-time groundskeepers and 
administrative assistant positions will close on 
September 1st.” 

Applications should be sent to Robert McKean, 
director, Veterans’ Cemeteries, c/o Department of 
Veterans’ Sen/ices, 239 Causeway Street, Suite 100, 
Boston, MA 02114. Applications have been received 
for the cemetery manager position and the process is 
approaching finalization. 

R.A.C. Builders, Inc. of Agawam was awarded the 
contract to handle the construction of the State 
Veterans' Memorial Cemetery. Richard Moreau, proj¬ 
ect manager, gave The AAN a tour, explaining some 
of the steps involved in the facility’s development. 

As general contractors, R.A.C. Builders coordinat¬ 
ed the excavation around the buildings, landscaping, 
electrical wiring, gas and sewer lines, roofing, heating, 
ventilating, and air conditioning. 

“We are just starting work on the tower now,” 
Moreau said. “We’re very pleased with the progress 
that has been made. We are on schedule for the 
November 14th completion.” 

Moreau’s tour included 23 acres of the 64-acre 
area, as well as an area for double and single vaults, 
and a structure known as a columbarium that provides 
spaces for the urns which will hold cremated remains. 

The tower, still under construction, will have digital 
chimes. The area surrounding it will afford visitors a 
captivating view of the Assembly Field. Brick side¬ 
walks will be in place when the cemetery opens. 

The three buildings, which are near completion, 
include the Administration Building, the Commital 
(which is similar to a chapel), and the Maintenance 
Building. 

Kellogg envisioned services at the new cemetery: 
“During a service, as family and friends face the cas¬ 
ket, they will be able to see the Assembly Field in the 
background. There, the Honor Guard will march out 
and pay tribute to the deceased with their 21-gun 
salute. 

“The Assembly Field will display the American 
Flag, the State Flag, and the MIA-POW Flag,” Kellogg 
continued. “Around the perimeter will be a bank of

monuments memorializing each branch of the serv¬ 
ice." 

The cemetery is expected to handle as many as 
five burials a day, and will accommodate up to 40,000 
spaces for veterans, their spouses, and certain family 
members. 

Project Is Moving Full-Steam Ahead... 

The original goal to open the cemetery by Memorial 
Day was delayed due to certain environmental issues, 
but the project is moving full-steam ahead and will 
definitely be ready by the November 14th target date, 
Kellogg noted. 

McKean added, “I am very proud of where we are. 

I think people will be pleased at what they see. We are 
honored to have been able to do this for our heroes 
and their families.” 

Several dozen families have formally asked the 
state to register the cremated remains, known as “cre- 
mains,” of their loved ones. Cremains can be stored at 
a funeral home or with the family, but there are diffi¬ 
culties with storing caskets for burial. Families will also 
be allowed to remove loved ones from other cemeter¬ 
ies for burial in Agawam, although the procedure can 
be expensive. 


Especially impressive will be the all-glass wall of 
the Commital, and most visitors will appreciate grace¬ 
ful landscaping and architectural designs which 
enhance the natural surroundings. 

Moreau is proud of the commitment his crew has 
made in completing the project with no additional 
delays. When all finishing touches are complete, the 
State Veterans’ Cemetery promises to add grace and 
dignity to the community and to the soldiers’ memo¬ 
ries. 

Due to the efforts of Ruth Bitzas (former veterans’ 
agent), State Representative Daniel Keenan, State 
Senator Linda Melconian, Congressman Richard 
Neal, and Kellogg, Agawam was chosen over 
Westover/Chicopee as the site for the State Veterans’ 
Memorial Cemetery. Mayor Richard A. Cohen recent¬ 
ly made Mrs. Bitzas a lifelong member of the 
Veterans’ Council. 

Kellogg is presently looking into ways to air a 
“power point” presentation on Public Access Channel 
15 which chronicles the construction of the cemetery 
from day one to the present. McKean had the presen¬ 
tation made so citizens could see the process that 
was involved. 


Open House For Vets’ Cemetery On April 22nd 


The Commissioner of the Department of Veterans’ 
Services is pleased to announce that an open house 
will be held on Sunday, April 22nd, from 10:00 a.m. to 
3:00 p.m. at the new State Veterans’ Cemetery in 
Agawam. 

The public is invited. The open house will give the 
public an opportunity to visit the first State Veterans’ 
Cemetery prior to its formal dedication on May 21, 
2001 . 

Until now, the only Veterans’ Cemetery in the 
Commonwealth was a federal cemetery, located in 


Bourne on Cape Cod. The opening of Agawam will 
better serve the westernmost part of the 
Commonwealth’s veterans’ population, their families, 
and their loved ones. 

Agawam is the first of two state veterans’ cemeter¬ 
ies to be constructed in the Commonwealth. The sec¬ 
ond will be located in central Massachusetts in 
Winchendon, with a projected opening date in the 
year 2003. 

“It is our hope that veterans, their families, mem¬ 
bers of veterans’ organizations, neighbors, and the 


general public will come to the open house to see the 
new cemetery for themselves. The collective effort put 
forth by both state and federal agencies is heart¬ 
warming,” commented Commissioner Tom Kelley. 

“It was a giant effort that has finally come full circle.

Vest Police Dogs 


Jessica Saimeri is a 10 year-old, fifth-grade stu¬ 
dent at Agawam Middle School on a mission. Her 
goal was to raise enough money for a bulletproof vest 
for "Shaiza,” the West Springfield police dog. 

After reading a story about 11 year-old Stephanie 
Taylor in California (who started “Vest-A-Dog”), 
Jessica decided to see if the K-9’s in her area were 
protected. Agawam does not have a K-9 unit. This led 
Jessica to West Springfield to meet Officer Tom Price 
and "Shaiza.” 

There are over 100 dogs throughout the country 
waiting to be “vested." “Shaiza" would be put on the 
bottom of this waiting list unless someone decides to 
raise the money locally. It costs $650 to vest one 
police dog. 

Jessica has been in contact with the “Vest-A-Dog” 
organization in California along with the 
Massachusetts “Vest-A-Dog” branch. “Vest-A-Dog” 
provides police dogs from around the country with the 
level two K-9 ballistic protection vests. The vest 
weighs about 3.5 pounds and will comfortably fit vari¬ 
ous size police dogs. 

Jessica placed donation containers at various busi¬ 
nesses throughout West Springfield. She named her 
campaign “Shield Shaiza.” Within three weeks, 
Jessica raised over the amount needed to vest 
Shaiza. Her focus is now on all police dogs in 
Hampden County. Westfield has the only K-9 in our 
area protected by a bullet-proof vest. With your help, 
we can change that statistic.

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Ten Reasons To Believe That Jesus

Billy Graham says that Jesus Christ is either a liar, 
a lunatic, or the Son of God. Mahatma Ghandi and 
others have tried to portray Jesus as simply a great 
teacher or moral leader, but that cannot be true.

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that the builders rejected has become the chief 
cornerstone, which Jesus once quoted in reference 
to Himself. 

One question historical detectives ask is whether or 
not a particular event is consistent with what else is 
known about the person being studied. In other 
words, does a particular incident fit in with the other 
known aspects of the person’s life? Recognizing the 
fact that being raised from death and living forever 
after is itself a unique event, one can and should ask, 
“Does it fit in with what else we already know about 
Jesus?” Jesus was known then, and has been known 
throughout history, as a man who performed miracles. 

Even His detractors acknowledge this fact, as they 
offer all sorts of explanations to explain away the 
miraculous element of a given deed. The armchair 
atheists will claim that when Jesus fed thousands of 
people with a few fish and loves of bread, that what 
really happened was that the people in the crowd 
were shamed into sharing their hidden stashes of food 
when they saw the little boy give his food to Jesus. 
These theorists don’t try to argue that the event didn’t 
happen, they just try to remove the miraculous ele¬ 
ment from the story. It’s that way with miracle after 
miracle. The truth is that Jesus was known for His mir¬ 
acles. 

Except for the fact that the concept of resurrection 
itself takes a little getting used to, is it really all that 
surprising that Jesus Christ would be raised from the 
dead on the third day? The answer is, not really. 
Another answer might be, if anybody was going to be 
resurrected, it would most likely be Jesus, given what 
else we know about Him. He was known for far much 
more than just His miracles, although that alone is 
impressive enough. His love, His compassion, His

Church changed the day of worship from Saturday to 
Sunday, in honor of and recognition of the fact that 
Jesus’ resurrection occurred on a Sunday morning. 
While this might not seem significant, we should keep 
in mind that for well over 1,000 years the Jewish com¬ 
munity observed Saturday as the day of worship, 
which in turn was founded upon one of the Ten 
Commandments; Observe the sabbath day and 
keep it holy, as the Lord your God has command¬ 
ed you. Six days shall you labor and do all your 
work. But the seventh day is a sabbath to the Lord 
your God. It took something truly dramatic to induce 
the early Church, whose original members were all 
Jewish, to switch the day of worship. No other reason, 
other than Jesus’ resurrection being on a Sunday, has 
ever been offered to explain this historical phenome¬ 
non. 

Some historical evidence of Jesus’ resurrection 
even predates Jesus’ birth. Jesus’ resurrection, while 
it took the disciples of Jesus by complete surprise, 
had been predicted in the Old Testament. Seven-hun¬ 
dred years before Jesus was even born, the prophet 
Isaiah had said of the Messiah, But it was the Lord’s 
good plan to bruise Him and fill Him with grief. 
However, when His soul has been an offering for 
sin, then He shall have a multitude of children, 
many heirs. He shall live again and God’s program 
shall prosper in His hands. This should come as no 
surprise, since other Old Testament prophecies fore¬ 
told Jesus’ miraculous birth, that He would work mira¬ 
cles, and be rejected. Psalm 118:22 says, The stone 


wisdom, His sensitivities were almost superhuman. 
Given what else we know about Him, Jesus’ resurrec¬ 
tion is in fact consistent with the rest of His life. 

While we could go on and on, the 10th and final 
proof we will offer for Jesus’ resurrection is 2,000 
years of Church history. True followers of Jesus are 
not people who simply subscribe to a series of reli¬ 
gious beliefs. There are some people, some who even 
go to church regularly, who think that’s what 
Christianity is about. It is not. Christianity is experi¬ 
enced, not practiced. We are people who have 
encountered the resurrected Jesus ourselves. We 
have met Him in a way which, though hard to 
describe, is nonetheless the most valid interpersonal 
encounter we have ever had. Across centuries and 
cultures, we join our voices with those who say, “I 
know He is alive; I know Him personally.” 

Jesus said, “Come to Me, all you that are weary 
and carrying heavy burdens, and / will give you 
rest.” His promise holds true today. Because He is 
risen from the dead, He can be the Savior of any and 
all who will accept Him.

Little 
toys are kept close by to keep these children amused 
while their parents tell graphic stories of complicated 
family lives.

Easter: What’s The Point? 

So what is the POINT, anyway? There is not a 
doubt that Easter is a wonderful time of the year. 
Spring is in the air. Families get together. It’s perhaps 
that one day that many of us decide to go to church - 
and often with the whole family! The kids dress up ... 
Easter dresses, bonnets, suits, ties. It’s one of those 
events that is marked by good memories (and some¬ 
times some not-so-good memories!). 

But is that all there is to Easter? I mean, that’s 
great, but don’t we have good memories going to Six 
Flags as well? We get dressed up for weddings and 
they are a lot of fun. We get together as a family for 
baseball games, which are a blast. So is Easter just 
another traditional event on our list of fun things to do 
as a family? 

It seems to me Easter is important because of what 
it points to. The fact that we have an Easter Sunday is 
simply a “signpost” for us, pointing us to that first 
Easter so long ago. In our busyness, it is easy to for¬ 
get that Easter is a celebration of an event more 
important than the event we make it out to be on our 
Easter Sundays in the 21st century. This event is what 
took place 2000 years ago, for this event and the per¬ 
son in that event literally changed the course of histo¬ 
ry. 

Many find it hard to believe that Jesus actually was 
raised from the dead and is alive today (of course, at 
one point the general consensus was that the world 
was flat, too), or that miracles are possible (please 
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explain the law of gravity to me!). Somehow, if we 
can’t put God in a box where we can measure, prove, 
dissect... we just won’t believe. 

I would suggest the evidence for the life, death, and 
resurrection of Jesus Christ, God Incarnate is more 
than convincing, it's overwhelming (there are many 
good books on this subject; see The Case fpr Christ 
by Lee Strobel, for example). For me, the historical, 
objective evidence alone would require more faith to 
not believe than to believe. But one of the greatest 
proofs occurred for me when the significance of the 
death and resurrection of Christ became real to me. 

On August 10,1969,1 finally understood and acted 
upon the real point of Good Friday and Easter - that 
Christ died because I was a sinner whom He loved 
and so he paid the penalty for my sin that I could 
never pay, no matter how good I was or what I did. 
And he offered to me salvation as a gift that comes by 
faith - based not upon what I could do but upon what 
He already did - trusting in Christ alone for my eternal 
salvation and forgiveness of sin. 

On that day Jesus Christ became more than an 
ancient history lesson. He became my Savior, and I 
began ajeal relationship with the living God, based 
upon His complete forgiveness and acceptance of 
me. That event has changed my life in ways that I 
could never have imagined. 

After all, what is the point of Easter? I would sug¬ 
gest it’s really not found in the Easter lilies (as won¬ 
derful as they are), or in the bonnets and sunshine, 
but in the two great events of Easter. Jesus’ life, 
death, and resurrection is the real point of Easter and 
the first great event, because it is through that event 
that you and I can have eternal life, both now and for¬ 
ever, by understanding and placing our trust in what 
Jesus did for us. 

The second great event of Easter is not the lilies, 
but the Life that is found in Jesus when we believe. 
That’s the point that really matters.

Filing Financial Statements 

Question: My divorce attorney gave me a pink 
document to complete called a financial statement. I 
was told to complete this form and return it to my 
attorney before our court date. 

My attorney, my husband, and I have agreed on all 
issues of our divorce and neither my husand nor I 
understand why we have to take several hours to 
make the dozens of calculations involved in complet¬ 
ing this form. What is the purpose of filing our finan¬ 
cial statement with the court? 

Answer: A quote from The Basis of Divorce 
Practice , which is reproduced in the September 2000 
issue of the Massachusetts Bar Association - The 
Best of MBA-CLE . states precisely the importance 
and necessity of the completion and filing of the 
Financial Statement form. 

“The financial statement required by 
Massachusetts Rule of Domestic Relations 
Procedures 401 is universally regarded to be the sin¬ 
gle most important document that is filed in virtually 
every divorce proceeding. It is a critical tool in every 
aspect of financial negotiation and settlement, and a 
document on which the trial judge needs to and often 
cannot rely for accurate information. The credibility of 
client and of counsel will be enhanced or devastated 
by the care and quality of the information that goes 
into the financial statement."

Banks & Banking 
Development Agreement - 
Sale For Nominal Amount 

The plaintiff development company and the defen¬ 
dant bank formed a joint venture to develop property 
that was formerly a Women’s Hospital. The plaintiff 
and a subsidiary of the bank entered into a joint ven¬ 
ture agreement, and the bank loaned $1.5 million to 
the project. 

The parties planned to obtain permits for conver¬ 
sion of the property into multi-family housing, receive 
a designation of the property’s historic status and 
raise construction financing for loans and contribu¬ 
tions from investors taking advantage of the historic 
tax credits. In a four-year time period, the plaintiff 
obtained the various permits necessary for renova- 
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tions and historic status. During the fourth year the 
project was restructured and the joint venture 
between the plaintiff and the bank conveyed the prop¬ 
erty into a new entity; the original joint venture 
retained an interest in the project by holding promis¬ 
sory notes of approximately $2.75 million from the 
new entity. 

The parties expected the new entity to renovate the 
property for residential occupancy, sell some units as 
condominiums, rent the last 71 units for the 10 years 
until the historic tax credits expired, and then sell the 
remaining units as condominiums. 

Eight years after the new entity went into effect, the 
bank merged with another institution and acquired the 
interests in the project previously held by the defen¬ 
dant bank. With that merger, the new bank became 
required under federal banking regulations to divest 
its interest in the projects within two years. That regu¬ 
latory requirement was not disclosed to the plaintiff. 

Two years later, the new bank was having financial 
difficulties associated with the real estate recession at 
that time. It began negotiations with the plaintiff for the 
sale of its interests. Late summer of that same year, 
the bank applied for an extension of the two-year 
divestitures requirement, but that request was denied. 

The following month, the bank made a proposal for 
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selling its interests to the plaintiff for $500,000.00, and 
the plaintiff agreed to buy the interest at a price 
requested by the bank, although there were some 
other issues to be resolved. Without any further con¬ 
tact with the plaintiff, a few weeks later, the bank con¬ 
veyed its interests in the project to a retired senior 
vice-president of the bank. That former bank officer, 
through a corporation he owned, paid only $1.00 for 
the interests. 

Shortly after the acquisition of the interests for 
$1.00, the former bank officer and his company pro¬ 
posed to sell the interests to the plaintiff for 
$500,000.00. Neither the former officer nor its entity 
disclosed to the plaintiff during those negotiations the 
terms under which the bank had given them the inter¬ 
ests. The former bank officer and his company subse¬ 
quently sold the interests to a third party, and, in the 
end, received $400,000.00 for the interests the bank 
gave them for $1.00. 

The jury awarded the plaintiff $1,000,001.00.

Your personal asset allocation strategy will depend 
on your goals, timeframe and risk tolerance. For 
example, if you plan to buy a house in the next few 
years, you may want to consider shifting more of your 
assets to cash equivalents and short-term bonds 
rather than stocks. While stocks have historically had 
higher returns over time than cash equivalents and 
bonds, they are also more volatile, meaning more 
prone to market fluctuation. So, you could lose money 
if you were focused to sell during a downturn. 

When creating your asset allocation strategy, 
remember to examine the assets in all of your invest¬ 
ment accounts rather than focusing on the mix in each 
specific account. For example, if your employer-spon¬ 
sored retirement plan account is heavily weighted in 
stock funds, you might want to consider balancing 
your overall investment risk by investing in bonds or 
money market funds outside your retirement plan 
account. 

Coordinate finances with your spouse. If you've 
crossed the threshold into married life, consider coor¬ 
dinating your asset allocation decisions with those of 
your spouse. Review the investment options that you 
and your spouse have, and make sure you under¬ 
stand the potential risks and rewards of each. For 
example, if your spouse has markedly different retire¬ 
ment plan choices than yours, try to choose the most 
attractive options from each plan in light of an overall

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asset allocation strategy. 

You’ll also want to look at what types of assets you 
each currently own. If, for example, your spouse is 
investing heavily in high-growth stocks, you may want 
to moderate your joint risk by selecting less volatile 
assets, such as bonds or cash equivalents, for your 
portfolio. You could also consider constructing each 
plan with a similar asset allocation balance. Allocating 
assets between two different portfolios can be com¬ 
plex, so consult a financial advisor for advice. 

Consider a consolidation strategy. By going 
through the asset allocation process, you may discov¬ 
er investments that overlap without providing addi¬ 
tional value. For example, if you own multiple taxable 
investment accounts, you may discover they contain 
similar growth stocks. If so, you may want to consoli¬ 
date those investments into one account to simplify 
your record-keeping. 

Know the tax advantage of your accounts. Tax 

planning is critical for developing a comprehensive 
financial plan and may help you distribute investments 
between taxable and tax-deferred accounts. For 
example, it may make more sense to keep a taxable 
bond fund, which generates taxable income, in a tax- 
deferred account, such as an IRA, to delay or forego 
paying taxes on that income. Conversely, it makes lit¬ 
tle sense to keep a tax-exampt bond fund in a tax- 
deferred account because it duplicates a tax advan¬ 
tage. 

In general, consider putting less tax-efficient invest¬ 
ments (such as high-dividend stocks or mutual funds) 
in your tax-deferred retirement accounts and reserve 
tax-efficient investments (such as low-turnover mutu¬ 
al funds or municipal bonds) for your taxable invest¬ 
ment accounts. Consult your tax advisor for details.

These past several weeks, I have been sharing 
my story about the life of my second child. This is 
a story I began writing several years ago and con¬ 
tinue to write today. I hope to share our story, in 
chapter form, over the next couple of months. 
Last week, in part 1 of 3 of Chapter 6,1 described 
the anticipation of holding my daughter, Julia, for 
the first time since her open heart surgery. I was 
in shock experiencing the reality of all the hi-tech 
equipment and medication working to stabilize 
her. I described the intricate plumbing system 
feeding her and meticulously measuring every 
drop of fluid leaving her fragile, blotted body. 

Chapter Six - (Part 2 Of 3) 

BUBBLES 

Julia’s skin was so warm. Her skin was nearing 
pure white (along with intense patches of red) that 
gave off a high-gloss shine. Her arms - the bits that 
were exposed (as well as her legs) - were all chubbier 
than when I last held her. Between the swelling from 
the procedure and significant retention of fluids, she 
looked like a child the size of a one month-old, 
already. 

I stood there that first day and into the following 
days, challenged to move beyond the hi-tech equip¬ 
ment, the tubes and bandages; back into my relation¬ 
ship with Julia. With the help of God, the staff and my 
own yearning for intimacy, I became Julia’s Dad, not 
frozen out by the barriers. 

As I observed the routines of the staff: the putting 
in and taking out of the fluids, the countless lab tests, 
the morning consults with the team of doctors, the 
lunch and dinner breaks, an occasional mid-afternoon 
nap for me, the increase from three to five medication 
cylinders; it became clear that this was not routine to 
them, nor me, by any stretch of the imagination. The 
level of care and personal investment by each 12- 
hour shift nurse and dedication of the doctors was 
exemplary. 
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I finally made a day trip back to the western side of 
our state to visit with Mellon and Kevin. It was day six, 
my third day with Julia in Boston. Mellon was just a 
day back home from her hospital stay, recuperating 
from her Cesarean procedure. I found her still uncom¬ 
fortable, but able to gingerly move around. I had a 
good visit with her to update Julia’s condition and plan 
for the day she could travel to join us in Boston. 

Kevin was doing great. He remained plugged into 
his wonderfully supportive Montessori school pro¬ 
gram. Child care for Kevin came from many different 
directions, from friends and neighbors. His questions 
were few and his days routine. He simply wanted to 
know when his little sister would be coming home so 
that he could hold her again. I didn’t know how to 
answer him, except to say that she was fighting real 
hard to get better and we were doing everything pos¬ 
sible to help. 

Abruptly, our visit was cut short with a call coming 
from the hospital stating that Julia’s condition had 
turned for the worse. What could have changed so 
quickly? She was stable when I left her that morning. 
Her kidneys were producing well and the by-pass 
shunt was working perfectly. What was wrong? They 
didn’t know, but felt they had to operate again to make 
sure the first procedure was not the cause of their cur¬ 
rent concern. Our permission was once again granted 
over the phone. 

With a quick change of clothes, I was once again 
off to the other side of the state to catch up with my 
Julia, undergoing surgery. As I drove the Mass. Pike, 

I wondered to myself that maybe I should not have left 
her bedside. Maybe all this wouldn’t have happened if 
I hadn’t left her.

Elbow Arthritis... 

Occasionally, a patient will come in complaining of 
pain in the elbow joint. The pain is subtle and starts 
gradually. Usually, the pain worsens with prolonged 
exercise. Morning stiffness is also a symptom (which 
lasts 15 to 30 minutes) and is improved by some exer¬ 
cise or movement. 

As the disease advances, a decrease in mobility 
may be evident, with tenderness and a grating sensa¬ 
tion. The ultimate characteristic is inflamation which 
causes joint enlargement, and bone spurs that lead to 
an appearance of deformity. 

The cause of degenerative joint disease 
(osteoarthritis) is unknown. It appears to be a result of 
a complex system of interacting mechanical, biome¬ 
chanical, and enzymatic feedback loops. Some caus¬ 
es may be due to genetic defects, congenital joint 
abnormalities (blame those parents!), and various dis¬ 
ease processes. 

Osteoarthritis can be quite complex. Occasionally, 

I may have a patient with very little osteoarthritic 
changes happening, yet the patient is suffering a 
great deal of pain and discomfort. On the other hand, 
I’ve seen patients with incredible amounts of arthritis 
be relatively pain-free. 

So what I have experienced is that the amount of 
arthritis often does not correlate with the amount of 
pain. As researchers, we still have much more work to 
do. The body is so complex, it’s not a simple matter of 


finding what the physical problem is; there are more 
components to the big picture. Some aspects to con¬ 
sider are diet, exercise, stress, and emotional and 
psychological issues (to name just a few). 

Conservative treatment for osteoarthritis includes 
patient education, nutritional therapy, and rehabilita¬ 
tion. Exercise is important in that it maintains healthy 
cartilage while the range-of-motion develops stress¬ 
absorbing muscles and tendons. Some nutritional 
aspects to consider are: 

* Weight loss (to reduce stress on the joints). 

* Vitamin E (to help ease pain). 

* Vitamin C (helps stimulate chondrocytes) 

* Niacinamide (has relieved symptoms and 
improved joint range-of-motion). 

* DL-phenylalanine (has helped some to cope with 
unremitting pain). 

* Glucosamine sulfate (reduces joint pain and 
improves range-of-motion). 

* Cod liver oil, flaxseed oil (helps decrease inflam¬ 
mation and pain). 

A home exercise program would include elbow 
curls, tricep curls, forearm exercises, forearm muscle 
stretches, gripping exercises, wrist curls, and exten¬ 
sions. Heat would be appropriate before exercise to 
help loosen tight muscles, whereas ice after exercise 
helps decrease inflammation and pain. 

Osteoarthritic pain can be very frustrating, due to 
the fact that it is chronic and inconsistent. However, if 
patients take control of the disease via education and 
action, they can help themselves deal with 
osteoarthritis.

“City Chicken” And “Mock Apple Pie”... 

My father had a favorite treat called City Chicken. 
Traditionally, this dish is prepared with veal. With the 
price of veal these days, you can substitute pork ten¬ 
derloin. It is very simple to make. 

First, you will need cracker crumbs (use Ritz crack¬ 
ers only). Cut your veal into one-inch by half-inch 
squares. Impale them onto the largest toothpicks you 
can find. Roll in all-purpose flour. Drop these into an 
egg bath. While they are soaking, season your bread¬ 
crumbs with salt, pepper, and tarragon. 

Now roll your veal birds in the cracker crumbs. Fry 
in olive oil 'til golden brown and drain on paper tow¬ 
els. Serve with a salad, Mexican Corn, mashed pota¬ 
toes, and cream gravy. 

The other dish that I want you to think about trying 
is made from Ritz crackers, too. It is a mock apple pie. 
No apples; you use Ritz crackers instead and pour 
over the top of the crackers lemon juice, cinnamon, 
and a butter mixture. 

In a pie shell, arrange Ritz crackers like apple 
slices and pour this mixture over the crackers: 1-1/2C 
water, 1C sugar, 1/4C lemon juice, and a Tsp cinni- 
mon. Cook mixture on top of the stove ‘til sugar is dis¬ 
solved. Pour over the crackers. Now dot the top of the 
pie with a 1/2 stick of butter. Cover with pie shell and 
bake like an apple pie. 

For Mexican corn, start with a 1/4 lb. of bacon, 
diced; cook 'til well done. Add 1/2C diced onion and 
1/2C diced red bell pepper; cook ‘til softened. Add 
fresh or frozen corn, and fry ‘til corn is heated through. 
The corn will start to brown and get sticky from the 
sugars released in the cooking. 

Cream gravy is a white with flavor added (some¬ 
times just cracked black pepper). Usually more flavor 
is added by using some chicken stock along with the 
milk, or a small amount of sausage is cooked and 
added to the mix. Start off with 2-3 TB butter in a skil¬ 
let. When melted, add a TB or 2 of all-purpose flour. 
Cook 'til flour starts to become golden. Add 1C of 
milk, and cook ‘til the mix starts to thicken. (If too 
thick, add some half & half or more milk to achieve the 
desired consistency.) 

Season with salt and pepper to taste. You can now 
add 1/4 lb cooked sausage to the gravy. The Jimmy 
Dean brand is very good for this recipe. Serve the 
gravy with the city chicken and the mashed potatoes.

There are, as you well know, many facets that 
make up the history of film. Unarguably, one facet 
includes the many acting talents that have graced the 
silver screen. Early film saw the emergence of the 
child actor with the introduction of Shirley Temple in 
1933. Here are some films starring this beloved 
actress that are sure to charm everyone in the family. 

* “Baby Take A Bow”: 1934. Not rated. 

This is an example of Shirley Temple’s earliest 
works. Although this film isn’t the strongest material 
from Temple, it is very significant in that it is the vehi¬ 
cle that propelled her into stardom. 

The film tells the story of a young girl who helps her 
ex-con father beat a phony, trumped up wrap. Director 
Harry Lachman uses Temple’s charm to the fullest 
and seems to have had a feeling that the young, curly- 
haired actress was something above and beyond 
average. Partnered with co-stars James Dunn, Claire 
Trevor, Alan Dinehart, and Ray Walker, Temple imme¬ 
diately appeals as a result of her loveable appearence 
and remarkable acting talents. 

The beauty of a film such as this is that it repre¬ 
sents one of those rare occurrences where you can 
comfortably sit down with the kids and enjoy this film 
without worry of the inclusion of inappropriate materi¬ 
al. The kids will obviously relate to Temple while 
adults will be rewarded with a heartwarming story. 

So, the only flaw that really is apparent with this film 
is the oftentimes slow-moving plot. In fairness, Temple 
makes these scenes more bearable, but nonetheless 
the film as a whole could have been about 15 minutes 
shorter without any plot devices being affected in any 
way. It is, however, the first major appearence of 
Temple in film and therefore birthed a movie legend. 
For this reason, Temple deservedly should have taken 
a bow! 3 STARS. 

* “Curly Top”: 1935. Not rated. 

Shirley Temple returns in another of her timeless 
classics. This time she stars with John Boles, 
Rochelle Hudson, Jane Darwell, Rafaela Ottiano, and 
Arthur Treacher in a very contrived but appealing 
Cupid story. 

Based upon Jean Webster’s “Daddy Long Legs,” 
director Irving Cummings presents the story of a little 
girl who tries to play Cupid with her sister and her 
would-be beau. This seems to have been a recurring 
theme in Temple films and somehow (mainly due to 
Temple’s commanding screen presence) retains audi¬ 
ence holding power. 

Rochelle Hudon plays the sister, while John Boles 
plays the handsome well-to-do love interest. These 
two actors also seem to create some working chem¬ 
istry that exceeded my (and I suspect many viewers’) 
expectations in spite of their now immensely famous 
co-star’s ability to steal the show. 

One of the film’s most memorable scenes, howev¬ 
er, does involve Temple when she performs her 
charming Animal Crackers In My Soup. The kids will 
love this piece of film history in particular, and adults 
will instantly remember when they saw this film for the 
first time.

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computer-colorized versions. This reviewer, as you 
well know by now, does not endorse phony coloriza- 
tions of classic films and am recommending the origi¬ 
nal black-and-white versions of each. 3 STARS. 

* “Heidi”: 1937. Not rated. 

Shirley Temple exemplifies the notion of perfect 
casting with this picture as she. returns to the Screen 
in the title role of this classic children’s story. This first 
screen adaptation of this tale was followed in later 
years by other versions of the story. Co-starring with 
Temple are Jean Hersholt, Arthur Treacher (yes, from 
“Curly Top”!), Helen Westley, Mady Christians, Sidney 
Blackmer, Sig Ruman, Marcia Mae Jones, and Mary 
Nash. 

The story is set in 19th-century Switzerland and 
tells the story of a girl who is abruptly taken from her 
home in the Swiss Alps with her grandfather to be put 
into the care of a miserable governess. 

The story has all the ingredients of an effective 
tearjerker, thanks (in part) to director Allan Dwan's 
focus on melodrama. Other successful factors include 
the remarkable set design (considering the era in 
which this was produced) and the memorable acting 
talents of Hersholt as Heidi’s grandfather and Mary 
Nash’s ruthless portrayal of the unpleasant gov¬ 
erness. 

I would wager to bet that many children out there 
have never been exposed to this film. I can’t stress 
enough how wonderful of a family film this is! Adults 
will enjoy the mature aspects of the film, while the kids 
will eat up Shirley’s scenes like candy. The kids will 
also experience the power that a film has over your 
emotions when their heartstrings are pulled during the 
aforementioned high-intensity, teaijerking scenes. As 
mentioned, avoid the colorized version because the 
black-and white presentation adds a feel to the film 
that is necessary to fully appreciate the era in which 
such a lavish production as this was concocted. 4 
STARS.

BayWest Avalanche 
Concludes An 
Outstanding Season 

Last September, the BayWest Hockey Association 
gathered together an elite group of players that would 
prove to be a powerhouse offensively and very stingy 
defensively. This group was led by head coach Rich 
Borsari, along with assistant coaches Tony Bragga 
and Greg Hurlburt. The organization handpicked a 
team that included 11 second-year players, along with 
six first-year skaters, which Coach Borsari and his 
staff was able to blend together into a scoring and 
defensive machine.

During the rare times the opposing team was able to 
penetrate the defense, they had to deal with the out¬ 
standing goaltending duo of Jeff Sylvain (Feeding 
Hills) and Adam Roy (Feeding Hills) who, together, 
sported an excellent 1.0 goals against average.

Bragga (West Springfield), and Kevin Long (West 
Springfield). The aggressive corner work by the for¬ 
wards consistently paid dividends on the scoreboard 
as evidenced by the 260 goals scored. 

Besides the regular season, the BayWest Bantams 
were also invited to the Berkshire Tournament, which 
they won by defeating an aggressive physical team 
from Saratoga, New York in the finals by a score of 4- 
2. The Avalanche also competed in the District 6 play- 
downs in the fall, where they went undefeated to earn 
the right to represent Western Mass, in the State 
Tournament at the end of March. BayWest played out¬ 
standing and due to wins over Parkway (Roxbury) and 
Cambridge - plus a tie against Martha’s Vineyard - 
was able to advance to the Final Four out of 16 teams 
in the tournament. 

The Avalanche played a hard-fought physical game 


against Wellesley, only to lose 3-1. Coach Rich 
Borsari was honored with the “Top Coach of the State 
Tournament” award. 

Coach Borsari said, “I was shocked when I 
received the phone call informing me I had won the 
award.” The modest Borsari continued, “It’s the kids 
who deserve the awards, for they are the ones out 
there doing all the work.” 

Coach Borsari said he really enjoyed working with 
these kids because “they always played tough and 
gave their all on every shift." 

I also wanted to acknowledge the parents of the 
players who took the time to be there to cheer on the 
team during those 58 games, not to mention the 
approximately 50 practices they took the time to drive 
their kids to the rink at all times of the day and night. 

A big “Way to God" to all the parents who played a 
part in this team’s success.
